I '.«"\ rii years and the work nf replac- 
ing 279,000j000 standard silver dol- 
I iars takaa from tha Traaawjr during 
the war to sail to Oreat Britain has 
l)een begna. 

Since late in March treasury "ffi- 
citSk said, appnMdmataljr 90,000,000 
silver doHars hAva been coined, h 
the same period corrr-;pondin(r 
amounts of silver certificates were 
i5sned and Federal Reserve notaa 
and treasury eartifieatea securing 
them retired. This pvMaas, offidals 
said, would probably continue for 
the next five years until the treas- 
ury's reserve of silver dolan is Wck 
to its pre-war basis. ' 

The mint, officials explained, ceas- 
ed coiiiincr silver dollars in 1014, 
when tlie supply of metal purchased 
under the coinage act was exhausted, 
further authority to make the dol- 
lars was not forthcoming until 1018, 
when Congress passed the Pittman 
Act to enable the sale of malted dol- 
lars (o FnirlMnd for the vriial of tka 
silver famine in India. ■ 

Under the terras of the act Direc- 
tor of the \rint Baker sold to Ens- 
land 279,000,000 silver dollars, 
amonntinp fo 20S.000.000 ounces of 
silver, at $1.01 1-2 an ounce, plus 
tha maikat price of the copper con- 
tent in the dollar. Because of the 
price at which the silver was sold 
to Enjrland the povernment i^; break- 
ing a little better than veen on the 
traaaaetion, Ifr. Bakar said. 

The inside history of the Pittman | 
Act, sales, treasury officials recall- 
ed, wns what former Secretary OlaSS 
described as one of the "romantic 
ikcidenta of fhc war.** 

In lOlS. officials said -.-lid. flroiit 
Britain's Mesopotamia campaifrn was 
threatened bv the silver famine in 
India. Silver, India's monetary' 
stan'^ni^ waa hoarded and hidden 
hy nativaa ia the hills. The British 
government, under war conditions, 
could not get the metal to keep up its 
silver reserve. German propaganda, 
seeking to drive the wedge between 
India and the Empire and hlock Knpr- 
land's plan in Mesopotamiai, was 
sprciulin'/ the report that the gov- 
ernment could not redeem its paper 
currency. 

The British ambassador laid his 
country's plipht before this povem- 
mcnt. Director of the Mint Baker 
sag ga s tad that the standard silver 
dollars lying idle in tha Treasury 
could be used to meet the situation, 
and the certificate ontstandinp 
apainst them replaced by federal re- 
serve notes. The Pittman Act was 
paosH ia six days.

In thoM worda tha Rav. Dr. E. L. 
Powell, paator at tka ftaH ChiMaa 
Church, of Louisville, fn an address 

delivered nt the wecklv hiiicheon of 
the Lions Club at the Hotel Henry 
Watterson, expressed what he term- 
ed the views of a aoa-partisaa on 
Harvey's reasarka, of a man 'Srho 
cares not a fig for political parties, 
but who cares ever>thing in the 
world for the ideals of tha country." 

Dr. Powell said id beginning his 
talk that he wanted to disease what 
was the matter with the country. 
"There is something the matter," he 
insisted. "Right now there can be no 
denial tiiat it ia ia a discontented, 
dissatisfied, qnemlons, complaining, 
and in a very large way rebellious 
mood." This mood, he continued, is 
reflected in the wave of crime that 
has swept over the United States. 

Searching for the causes of this. 
Doctor Powell gave as the first the 
reaction from war regulations, from 
military g o ta iam Mt and control. 
Men of tte oeaatiy, ha aaid ia il- 
lustration, are like a eott that has 
been kept in the paddock. When 
he is turned out he wants to kick 
up Us heels. 

DIdnt Repudiate League 

Second of the causes of this mood 
mentioned was the disillusionment 
that haa tha ofwatp? *^ ^ 

bushMM OVOT no end of the war. It 
was under this head and just after 
declaring that "we fought, if we 
fought for anything, for the main- 
tenaaoe aad preaervation of moral 
ideala," fliat Doalor PoinU oprsss- 
ed himself ia saah aaattia^ tarms 
about Harvey. 

He also took exception to Har- 
vey'a atatement that 7,000,000 Amer- 
ieaaa votad afaiaat the League of 
Nations laat talk The R<S>nbHcan 
majority was due to a general de- 
sire throughout the country for a re- 
turn to normal industrial and eco- 
nomic conditions, especially in con- 
nection with a rsadjaatmaat of labor 
conditions, aad ia no aoBM waa en- 
tirely a repudiation of the T^eague 
of Nations, Doctor Powell insisted. 

Too much pataiaal legislation wns 
the third oaaM aaamarated by Dr. 
Powell for tha eeimtry'a mood. Ta- 
temal legislation," he declared, "is 
doing more to destroy initiative and 
resourcefulness in the United States 
than any other influence." The best 
thing that tha govanmaat of tha U. 
S. and Congress could do for bus- 
iness would he "to let it go," he con- 
tinued, showing that this excess of 
patenahsm surely is hreflected in 
recUeaaaaaa. '^e don't want the 
government to put us in a baby car- 
riage and push us through the 
street," he insisted. 

"An excess of moral legislation," 
was the fourth cause, enumerated by 
Dr. Powell. "There isn't aaythiag in 
the field of peraoaal reapoariMlity 
that ian't sought to be regulated," 
he declared, "and every once in a 
while some new reformer jumps us 
and tiiM to tell US what wa diould 
do." 

"Tf we don't cease trying to make 
people good by law," he continued, 
holding that such an effort could he 
joatifiad only whM it was made for 
the heaafit of leaMy iagMawl, *H»e 
shall cease to ha a tapdUIa. We"ll 
have a bureaucracy that will try to 
reirulate women's skirts and men's 
trousers. Well go back to the Puri- 
tan regiaa. Aai" I resent it." 

Condag oMra apaaifieally to what 
is the matter with LouisvOla, Dr. 
Powell said that for efficient ad- 
ministration of our criminal courts 
wa had to have good .judges, good 
OoMMOBipaalth Attorney and a good

Recovery from what i.s the matter 
with the United States can be held, 
Dr. Powell declared, by a retam to 
the gloiiooa ideals that are this 
country'B heritafe. ''We mnst get 
back," he insisted, "tn our rt'vt-n'nce 
for tile I'ourfs, to reverence for the 
institutions .symbolized by the flag 
and by tha CosatitotioOi ts raver- 
enee far fha ehsreh."
